In the case of the attack on the town of Siiaacota, National 
Police and DAB carried out a raid on a house in Bucarauanga where they 
arrested three persons suspected of having taken part in the attack* 
they also found the Bogota address of the printer suspected of having 
jobbed the propaganda leaflets distributed in the course of the attack, 
a packet of the leaflets, and an airline ticket to France for an alien 
with a Bogota address. About 13 other arrests have been made but same 
of the suspects hove been released. 


Bith respect to the kidnappings, there is evidence £0 indicate 
that some of the money obtained as ransom is being used to finance the 
ELN and other bandit gangs. The most nefarious of the kidnappings to 
date involves supporters of former dictator ROJAS Pinilia, up through 
the congressional level. Some of the gangs involved have been broken 
up through collaboration of DAS, the National Police, and military 
authorities. However, the abductions continued through the end of the 
month.

The homemade dynamite bomb which was placed in the elevator 
lobby outside the USAID reception desk on January 20, 1965, was timed 
to explode at 6:30 p.ai. • A charwoman discovered the bomb and it was \

Embassy is located. The bomb was accompanied by a stack of propaganda >j 

leaflets denouncing the visit of Assistant Secretary of State, Thomas —f 

Mann. DAS is currently analyzing the bomb and investigating the case. f

Police for the security of Mr. Mann’s visit- f 
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In a spectacular move* four bandits armed with submachine 
guns and revolvers descended on ha Soiedad Branch of the Bank of London 
«od Montreal in Bogota at 10:30 a.m., January 15, 1965, holding employees 
and customers at bay while they scooped up 135,000 pesos. One of the 
bandits deliberately shot the cashier who was offering no resistance. 

The victim died shortly thereafter, the gang left the bank, located in 
U T 1 ?? ® ll °PP tn g area, firing wildly, and escaped in a taxi which they 
feed hi-jacked from its owner a short while before. 

B aorniag of January 14, 1965, a MS agenti attempting to 

arrest Paul HILLER, international gangster of Spanish citizenship, was 
shot to death by the Subject. Muller fled, but was intercepted a short 
distance from the scene by a National Police agent who was seriously 
wounded. Muller continued his flight, but was finally overcome by one 
agent from the national Police and two from DAS. A citizen attempting 
to aid the police was wounded by Muller. 

The situation in the National Police remained static with the 
newly transferred officers familiarising themselves with their new 
duties. The resignation of the Minister of War, General Alberto RtJIZ 
Hovoa, and the appointment of General Gabriel RESETS Pizarro as Minister 
wfe 0 highly significant development for the National Police and
